In December, George was wound- 
ed in action in Belgium, and his 
brother, now dead, brought the 
“medic” to aid him, On Jan. 4th, 
George received the Purple Heart 
medal which he sent to his mother 
and ‘s believed to have since re- 
turned to his outfit.

Chamber Head Sees Further

URGES FARE RISE 


Says Larger Number Of People 
Of City Favor 
Increase 


The Byrne-Stephens bill, pending 
in the State Legislature, to create 
a City Transit Authority, with 
power to levy a self-supporting fare 
on the City’s subway lines, is onco 
again being made a politicul foot- 
ball, was charged by A. Joseph 
Geist, president of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the Rockaways, 

Mr. Geist, in supporting legisla- 
tion which would place the City’s 
transit system on a self-paying 
basis, stated that the people have 
never complained about an increase 
to the five cent fare, but that the 
objections have always been raised 
by the politicians. 

“Ask any subway rider whether 
they would be willing to pay a few 
cents more to get a seat, cJcan 
cars, more commodious platforms 
and a general improvement in con- 
ditions which would make them 
feel gafer while riding on the City’s 
subway system, and their answer 
in most cases will be in favor of a 
higher fare,” Mr, Geist sald. 

Unless the City takes steps to 
improve its subway facilities, resi-

An expansion of the City’s tran- 
sit system to varlous areas of the 
Bronx, Brooklyn and Queens, will 
prove @ profitable investment to 
the City of New York, Mr. Geist 
pointed out, as such expansions

“We are taking out of our tax 
money funds this year, over $40,- 
000,000 in order to pay the deficit 
of the subways,” Mr. Geist sald. 
“This amount will be increased to 
$50,000,000 within the next few 
years. When the 8,000 men in ser- 
vice, who were formerly employed 
in the maintenance and operation 
of our transit system, return and 
are placed back on the payroll, the 
deficit will be greeter. Imagine 
what that amount of money could 
accomplish in the hands of men 
like Park Commissioner Robert 
Moses, Comptroller Joseph D, Mc- 
Goldrizk, Borough President James 
A. Burke of Queens, and other effl- 
clent officials.

It is my conviction-and I re- 
flect the feelings of every American 
I have talked to since the Yalta 
announcement,-that if in the. fu- 
ture Polish patriots wero to arise 
as they have in the past and fight 
to recover their homeland, freedom 
loving Americans would cheer them 
on rather than attempt to suppress 
them, os they would probably be 
obligated to do under a World Se- 
curity Organization. The history of 
Europe and Asia has been one of 
broken Treaties, The contemplated 
Treaty-the foundation of which 
was Jaid at Yalta- will not last 
either; unless the parties thereto 
are willing and desirous of carry- 
ing it out.
